A proposed $10,147,299 budget 
for the 1986-87 school year, a 
budget which provides for a 
“sizable jump" in school textbooks, 
was the subject under discussion at 
Tuesday night's Finance Committee 
meeting. 

Of the total figure, $8,113,457 
funds salary accounts and 
$2,033,842 funds non-salary 
accounts. Thé total figure also 
reflects a $648,887 increase over 
the 1985-86 school budget. 

Biggest non-salary increases 
come in textbooks ($160,000), 
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transportation ($57,000), con- 
tinued use of the Swain School 
during renovations ($23,000), and 
insurance and unemployment costs 
($22,000). Of those, transportation 
and insurance costs are “out of our 
control,” observed school com- 
mittee chairman Tony Accardi, 

Increases were also evident in the 
special education department, 
largely because of the "high cost” 
of transporting special needs 
Students, the ratio of students to 
teachers, and participation in the 
SEEM collaborative, fincom 
members were told. 


Wilmington to have a 
3-in-1 town meeting

Wilmington selectmen have 
officially called two special town 
meetings to be held in conjunction 
with the annual town meeting on 
April 26. 

The first was called to vote on 
Article Nine which was postponed 
to a "time certain” at the December 
2 special town meeting. The article, 
which proposes taking former 
Roberts Estate property now 
owned by developer James De: 
Carolis by eminent domain, will 


come up for a vote a half hour 
before the annual town meeting. 

The second special meeting, to be 
held within the annual town 
meeting, will be solely for budget 
or housekeeping items on the 
FY-1986 budget. Selectmen opened 
and closed the warrant on Monday 
night.

Chestnut Street may 
-become 'scenic road’

Selectmen Monday night were 
surprised to learn about an old law 
‘on the books which could declare a 
town road a "scenic road," thereby 
preventing any cutting down of 
trees or destruction of stone walls 
in the near vicinity. 

The law was brought to the 
board's attention by WHA member 
Dan Gillis. 

Betty Bigwood, a Chestnut Street 
resident, tried to submit an article 
declaring her street a scenic road. 
Since the town meeting warrent is 
closed to petitioners, the article 
would have to be sponsored by the 
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board of selectmen. 

Bigwood was told selectmen. 
would have to look into all legal 
ramifications and explore the 
alleged law further before they 
could bring it before voters. 

When selectmen stressed this 
wouldn't stop two subdivisions 
already planned for that vicinity, 
Bigwood said it might prevent 
future development in the area. She 
also predicted that selectmen would 
see a "groundswell" reaction 
against development in Wilmington 
at the annual town meeting as 
voters confront “neighborhood 
issues.”

$10.1 million school budget proposed 


Though the school committee cut 
up to 10.9 teachers, said Super- 
intendent Robert Horan, effect isn't 
expected to be that serious because 
of declining enrollment projected 
at the intermediate and high school 
level over the next few years. 

"We've (just) adjusted our 
personnel to a more appropriate 
level,” he added. Also cut were 
some video equipment requests 

Accardi stressed that this year his 
committee has taken special pains to 
cut wherever feasible before the 
budget goes to town meeting voters 
April 26. Any other reductions, he 
said, will definitely affect the 
quality of education. Last year, 
voters turned down the proposed 
budget, forcing members to go

In keeping with their desire to 
trim any fat from this year's figure, 
members reduced the origional 
total figure from $10,410,000 to

‘Opportunity to create new center’ 


Jithout knowing where the new 
“center” is to be, in the Wilmington 
square area, it is difficult to tell 
store owners and business people of 
the area what the answers are. That, 
in effect,was the primary lesson, 
Monday in a meeting of the Town 
Center Task Force (Wilmington 


Chamber of Commerce) and 
planner Lynn F. Kusy and Jay 
Donovan, chairman of the 


Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority (WRA). 

It was their first meeting with 
Mr. Kusy, who has been hired by 
the WRA to a tins finding 
answers for the many questions 
which have arisen. 

The Town Center Task Force 
(TCTF) was told by Kusy that he 
views the “impact” of the two new 
highways as an opportunity to 
create a new center, with an 
Opportunity of turning it all anto an 
asset. 

There is land that may be 
available, he said. The state has 
Programs to assist, when new roads 
are built. The state will be able to 
help in the design process. 
Particularly he mentioned sewer 
construction programs, and other 
options, plus such things as 
pedestrian walks and bicycle ways. 

The focus, at this time, he said, is 
on the economic impact. He has not 
had time to look into air or water 
pollution, He has noted that one 
third of the buildings in the area 
will be displaced and that another 
third of the buildings are going to 
be very close to the sidewalk. 

The new highways (Rts 38 and 
129, plus Route 62, ed.) will look 
like interstate highways, as he sees 
it now. The buildings will be gone, 
and Kusy anticipates highway 
speeds on the part of motorists. 

Jay Donovan, the chairman of the 
WRA, told the group that three or

four weeks ago the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works had 
forwarded its plans’ of the area to 
the Bureau of Roads in Washington 
DC. There had been no definite 
news of this he said, but he had 
heard that the Bureau of Roads was 
thinking of taking two feet more, 
‘on each side of the roads, so as to 
allow for more sidewalk space. 

“Until we get the new map we 
cannot see how the impact will be’ 
he said. 

There will be public hearings, in 
which there will probably be a lot 
of discussion, Jay told the TCTF 
He and Kusy are now working ona 
draft, of application for the town 
manager, which will probably be in 
three or four weeks.

Mr. Kusy will make the 
recommendations on what is 
needed, and the WRA will provide 
the “matching funds” which the 
state rquires from the communities 
in such construction programs. 
Donovan said that the providing of 
the matching funds by the WRA 
will mean that there will be no 
problems in town meetings 

Donovan believes it will be two 
or three years in the future before 
such funds will be needed, 

He told the group that he feels

Bill Doyle, of Church Street 
Hardware spoke on a point which 
was bothering some who were 
present, a big concern of the people 
who are operating businesses in the 
area, “Where will they go, while 
the building of the highway goes 
on?" 

Doyle told the group that it was 
his understanding that an individual 
would come from the state, to talk 
to the individuals who have 
business in the area, about the 
coming transition. This will 
happen, he thinks, a few months 
after the public hearing.

Some residents object to 
Lake Street bridge plans 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Two residents in the area of the 
Lake Street Bridge, scheduled to be 
rebuilt with improvements to 
approach roadways this year, told 
the Town Crier this weekend they 
were upset by a reported change in 
the plans for the new bridge. The 
change opens up South Street rather 
than Lake Street and includes more 
land taking than originally pro- 
posed. 

Lake Street resident Kathleen 
Schiebel said that while plans laid 
out at the state DPW public hearing 
in November 1984 didn't involve 
any of her land, she has since found 
out the state plans to take 10 feet 
from her property. 

The state Right of Way Dept., 
according to Schiebel and South 
Street resident Bruce Power, 
contacted approximately six fami- 
lies a month ago to inform them of 
the land takings. They were told 
that the plan was final, even though 
none of the affected homeowners 
were accorded any input. 

One of the biggest concerns of 
neighbors and abutters, both said, is 
that drivers may use the bridges 
and South Street for a speedway 
and shortcut from Rt. 129 to 
Tewksbury, thus posing a danger to 
neighborhood children.

a witness to a near accident 
involving three children who 
“almost got wiped out by a car” at 
the bus stop across from her house. 
She also expressed concern that 
with a soon-to-be installed traffic 
light slated for the Rt. 129-38 
intersection, "people are going to 
try to beat that light” by cutting 
across the Lake Street Bridge. 

"We have problems with 
accidents and traffic now. We think 
this will just magnify them,” Power 
said angrily, pointing out that in the 
nine years he's lived there, he's 
seen two accidents involving 
children, 

"You have to look at the impact 
on the neighborhood,” Power 
continued. "No one seems to be 
very concerned with safety.” 

State Rep. Jim Miceli takes 
exception to that statement. In an 
interview Monday, he said that the 
plan was changed primarily 
because of safety concerns and 
“strong opposition from Lake 
Street residents" at the public 
hearing. 

State engineers agreed with 
residents, he said, and decided that 
creating a straightway down South 
Sweet "made more sense.” Traffic 
coming off the bridge can either 
fork right to Lake Street or left to 
South Street, providing engineers 


with only two alternatives. A third 
altemative, said Miceli, would be to 
do nothing to the bridge at all. 

"It becomes very frustrating 
when you know you can't satisfy 
everybody,” Miceli said, adding 
that"I don’t see we're enhancing 


danger in the area any more than is 
there right now." The last was a 
reference to the single lane 
temporary structure now in place 
to accommodate two-way traffic. 
The new bridge would be an 
improvement since it will comprise 
two wide lanes, sidewalks, and a 
chain link fence on both sides 

Miceli said he met recently with 
abutters and told them the state has 
addressed any “legitimate con- 
cerns” brought up at the hearing 
The rest, he pointed out, was a 
“local matter” and Safety Officer 
Bob Shelley would have to address 
the speeding issue. 

Miceli also explained that, except 
for one house at the fork of Lake 
and South Streets, "land takings are 
minimal.” Now he's pushing to get 
bids out by April so construction 
can begin soon after. 

The bridge project came about 
after an old wooden bridge was 
burned by vandals about nine years 
ago. After the remains of that 
bridge were removed, the residents 
of the west end of Lake Street ex-

Remember Harriman's Tannery?

Back in the 1950s, while the 
Wildwood School was being 
constructed . in Wilmington 
someone proposed that it be named 
the Harriman School. About the 
same time another suggestion was 
made that it be named the 
» McMahon School 
The first suggestion was to honor 
Caleb Harriman, deceased, a man 


who had done much for 
Wilmington. The second was to 
honor Louis McMahon, deceased, a 
man who had done much for 
Wilmington. 

The Wilmington School 
Committee ducked the issue. They 
voted to name the school the 


Wildwood School, and that settled 
the problem: 

With no intent of neglecting Mr. 
McMahon, this is to speak of Caleb 
Harriman, who for over 40 years 
owned a tannery in Wilmington, 
and who at the same time was 
always busy doing good things for 
his fellow man. 

Caleb Harriman.was a busy man, 
always doing something, He was a 
young man in 1903 when he 
inherited the ownership of the 
tannery from his step-father, 
named Perry, A graduate pharma- 
cist, he had already started serving 
the town where he lived, for in that 
year he was chairman of the school 
committee, trustee of some public 
funds, and he served on a new 
Town Hall Committee which had 
travelled a lot in and out of 
Massachusetts looking at town 
halls. The committee recommended 
$25,000 for town hall and site, but 
the town meeting did not buy the 
idea 


It was a busy time, Some things 
that Caleb did well not be recalled 
at this time, but those who know the 
history of the town will recall that a 
fire burned the stores at Wil 
mington Square at about this time, 
and as a consequence a committee 
was formed to look into the 
business of having a fire 
department, with fire apparatus and 
things with which to fight fires. 

Caleb was one of the men on that 
committee, too, Others were 
Milton Holt, Charlie Osburn, 
Charlie Carter and Charlie J 
Sargent 

The committee recommended the 
purchase of two fire engines, and 
other apparatus and this the town 
meeting decided was needed. That 
was the beginning of the Wil- 
mington Fire Department. Charles 
Osburn became the chief engineer, 
and Caleb Harriman the assistant 
engineer. 

The word “engineer” has 
disappeared from the vocaubularies 
of fire departments today. In effect 
Caleb Harriman was assistant chief 
of the Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment. 

The town meeting never did get 
to vote on where the fire stations 
would be. That meant nothing to 
the young men who were the 
volunteer members of the fire 
department. 

They built a station on Church 
Sweet, near a small stream, with a 
small maple tee nearby. Today the 
site is Olson Road, and that small 
maple tree is somehow still 
growing, now over 80 years old. 

A second fire station was erected 
at what is now the comer of 
Middlesex Avenue and First 
Avenye in North Wilmington. 


Harriman's Tannery was prominent in the background 
when this picture of ihe Wilmington High School Band was 
taken in the late 1950's, The tannery had closed, and the old 


Waltham Sweet occupies the site, 
today. It was on tannery property 

When the town meeting finally 
got around to the subject of fire 
stations all it had to do was to pay 
the bills for the lumber. 

It was about this time that the 
Friendship Lodge of Masons was 
formed, That, too, occupied the 
attention of Caleb Harriman. The 
lodge purchased in 1901 or 1902 
the medical laboratories building of 
Dr. Hiller, and transformed it into 
a meeting place. Caleb's picture is 
on the westerly wall of the main 
floor, along with other early 
Masters of the lodge. Caleb's 
picture is number three in the list 

Of course he was a busy man at 
the tannery. It was about this time 
that he began to hire what became 
known as "North Wilmington 
Frenchmen" to work in the 
tannery. Nova Scotians, most of 
them came from Eel River, in the 
veyr southern tip of Nova Scotia 

There was a bond, between those 
men and Caleb Harriman. They 
worked for him and he provided 
for them. 

Take the business of the settling 
ponds, at the tannery. It is a long 
story, 

Caleb, a graduate pharmacist, was 
aware of the changes that were 
being made in the tanning of 
leather. He changed, and he 
improved the working methods as 
needed. It is entirely possible that 
the odor conditions, outside the 
tannery, did not improve, but the 
product of the tannery, and the 
methods of doing the work did. 

Chicken manure had been used 
for hundreds of years, to remove 
hair from the hides, a process 
called "retting.” Now lime was 


used. It was a quicker process 
After that the hides would go to the 
Beam Room. There hides could be 
fleshed, washed, and split 

Splitting the hides made two 
pieces, one of which was suitable 
for the patent leather shops of 
Woburn, and the other suitable to 
be used as shoe leather. Strong 


backs, not strong minds, were 
required of those who worked in 
that area. 

After the washing, the liquids, 
containing hairs, and. the flesh 


scraped from the hides would flow 
outside in pipes, to the settling 
tanks. There were about seven 
tanks, dug into the ground, each 
about 1600 feet square 

Caleb was living at the old Ford 
Blanchard farm, on Salem Street 
lately the home of John Brooks. He 
lived in a sort of manorial 
splendor. He had a cellar put in, 
under the old home (1720). In 
doing this the original chimney 
collapsed. Caleb just didn't pay 
attention, that time, to the 
warnings of Herbert Barrows. The 
chimney was rebuilt, and an 
addition to the home, making it 
twice as large, was put in back 

Westerly from his home, toward 
the railroad, was a meadow of 
about 10 acres. Today there are 
several sureets, Anthony, Catherine 
and Dorothy avenues, and a 
number of homes 

The dry residue from the settling 
tanks (if that is the right word) 
would be carted up to that meadow 
The findings would then be plowed 
into the ground 

It was a good way to get rid of 
what could be called an 
uncomfortable problem. The 
findings would become a part of the 


settling ponds had been filled. A Little League baseball ficld 
was on the site where the old North Wilmington fire station 


once stood. 


soil. After a number of years the 
Joam in that meadow was three feet 
thick. 

(People who live there today may 
well ask what became of that loam. 

After World War II, when those 
streets were developed, the person 
who had bought theproperty 
windrowed a lot of the loam, when 
he began his developing. He found 
he had an awful lot of loam. He got 
permission from the selectmen to 
truck 1700 yards of it out of town. 

It took, not just a few days, but a 
few weeks to do that. All day long 
trucks would be loading, and 
trucking that loam to some other 
place. And all night long bulldozers 
would be working, windrowing 
more loam up into the size of the 
pile with which he had started.) 

To team the findings to that 
meadow became the work of the 
younger men, in the tannery. Many 
of them were a part of what 
became, jokingly, “Caleb's 
Frenchmen.” 

They, and their daddies, and 

sometimes their mothers and sisters 
would, every year, take part in the 
Harriman potato patch, Maybe it 
wasn't called that, but it was a very 
pgactical bit of business. 
“About Memorial Day, every 
year, potatoes would be planted on 
a part of the Harriman property 
During the summer there would be 
periodic cultivation of the potato 
patch. About Columbus Day 
everyone would show up, for the 
potato harvest 

Every family would be allowed to 
take home all the potatoes it 
wanted. Barrels would be filled, 
and bushel boxes. The potatoes 
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would be teamed to the various 
homes, using Caleb's team. Every- 
one was happy and glad they could 
participate. So was Caleb. His large 
farm was being cultivated and 
improved. 

The potato garden was not his on- 
ly gesture, toward his employees. 

Dr. Daniel Buzzell had a contract 
with Caleb Harriman, to take care 
of the employees of the tannery. 
This also included the ladies of the 
families. 

When children were born Dr. 
Buzzell would be there to care for 
the babies and their mothers, Caleb 
Harriman would pay all the bills. 

The North Wilmington Fire 
Department, housed on the 
property of the tannery, was a 
special care for Caleb Harriman. It 
was more properly called Engine 
Two. Many of the men who were in 
that volunteer fire department 
worked in the tannery. Of those 
mroe than a few were from Eel 
Brook, Nova Scotia. 

Once a year there would be a 
picnic, say at Salem, or a party ina 
Boston hotel. Caleb Harriman 
would pay all the bills. 

Of course he was happy to have a 
fire station on the property of the 
tannery, It was a good antidote to 
fire. 

The members of Engine Two, as 
it was called, had blue coats and 
white pants, in which they would 
appear whenever there was a 
parade or other festive occasion. 
Some how this paper has a picture 
of the members of Engine Two 
marching past the cemetery, on 
Middlesex Avenue. At the moment 
that picture is among the missing.

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Avco, Polyvinyl need 
additional sewer line 


For months, in the meetings of 
the Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Commissioners, it has been a sort 
of one man joke. Arthur Smith 
would make remark to someone at 
the other side of the com- 
missioners’ table "You take your 
check book." 

He would be talking of the cost of 
constructing a sewer or a water 
main by the individual concerned, 
No other commisisoner ever said 
anything about it. 

On March 6 Commissioner 
George Allan finally acknowledged 
that Smith's joke was a serious 
problem. . 

Under discussion at the homent 
was the possibility that Avco might 
be changing its sewer system. it 
may be that there will be a sewer 
system to go down Lowell Street 
and eventually across to Main 
Street, to the interceptor which 
flows southerly, along the Boston 
& Maine Railroad. 

It is a program which will cost 
about $3/4 millions, commissioner 
George Allan told visitors, from 
the Polyvinyl Chemicals, on Main 
Street. Nothing has been forg 
malized, he said. 4 

Avco, a quarter of a century ago, 
installed the first sewer system in 
Wilmington to connect with the 
(then) MDC sewer at the Woburn 
line. The then town manager, 
Joseph Courtney, convinced the 
firm that it would cost less to do 
this than to take up a lot of space for 


a large sanitary disposal bed. Avco 
put in a pumping station on its 
property , and a 16-inch sewer was 
installed down Woburn Street to 
MDC sewer at the Woburn line, 

Avco is still in control of the 
pumping station, which, Allan said 
on March 6, is at 100 percent 
capacity. 

Polyvinyl, which located nearby 
on Main Street, was granted the 
right to connect to the Avco sewer, 
instead of having to construct a 
sewer to connect with one of the 
Wilmington interceptors. 

On March 6 the commissioners 
were told that Polyvinly, which is 
now a part of Imperial Chemicals 
(ICI), a British firm, will be 
enlarging its facility in the near 
future. There will be, in the 
beginning, an additional 35 
employees, and at some time in the 
future a second group of 35. There 
was an estimate of one percent 
increase in sanitary sewage. 

That sewage, too, would go to the 
sewer pumping station, and 
brought about the remarks by 
Chairman George Allan, 

Allan told the Polyvinyl visitors 
that Avco may be planning to run a 
sewer main down Lowell Street and 
across country to the Wilmington 
interceptor which is near the 
Boston & Maine tracks. If this does 
occur, there is a chance the Avco 
sewer will be designed to cross 
Polyvinyl territory. 


Tech committee 
reprimands Wolk

The Shawsheen Tech School 
Committee formally reprimanded 
Superintendent Director 
Benjamin Wolk Tuesday for failing 
to appoint someone to act on his 
behalf while he was on an extended 
vacation last month. Wolk also 
reportedly ignored a directive to 
suply the school committee, in 
writing, with the name of his 
replacement. 

"It's an unfortunate situation, but 
we really had no choice," explained 
committeeman Kevin Sowyrda. He 
pointed out that at their last 
meeting, committee members 


appointed Technical Coordinator 
Mr. Bazzinotti the interim 
superintendent in Wolk's absence. 
This was necessary should an 
emergency arise, Sowyrda said. 

In his defense, Wolk told the 
board he was under the impression 
his administerators knew who 
would be in charge. He said he was 
not aware he was supposed to 
inform committee members of his 
choice. 

Sowyrda said "common sense” 
dictated Wolk should have kept the 
board informed of the chain of 
command. 


Can employee refuse 
‘Right to Know’ position? 


A letter from Town Counsel 
Zaroulis was roundly discussed by 
the Tewksbury Board of Health 
Monday, March 10 but, without a 
hard decision being made. Zaroulis 
had said that the Tewksbury Board 
of Selectmen "has a statutory 
power" to make an appointment of 
a Right to Know officer for 
Tewksbury unless there are 
problems involving labor. 

William McMenimen, Health 
Officer, has been nominated to be 
the Right to Know officer. He has 
flatly turned down the nomination. 

So, said Chairman Mike Daley, 
the question is whether or not the 
person (McMenimen) has the right 
to refuse the appointment. His 
board, he said, "has the vested 
authority to issue orders to its 
employees.” 

As far as the selectmen were 
concerned, Daley felt that they had 
made an appointment that “is in 
limbo." He added, "McMenimen 
has a tremendous amount of paper 
work, and I don't see it (Right to

Know job) as a function of this 
office." 

Joan Dunlevy pointed out that the 
selectmen had appointed someone, 
“but we are his boss. We have to 
decide whether or not he can turn 
down that appointment. We are 
elected officials, therefore we have 
a right to carry out what we feel is 
the right thing to do.” 

Member Jack Lu, who is a 
practicing attorney doesn't believe 
the letter from the town counsel 
purports to answer the questions 
raised. 

All members of the board of 
health agreed that the selectmen are 
choosing a person from a staff that 
is “understaffed.” Collectively they 
refused to accept the nomination 
for Bill McMenimen.

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Four weeks in Philippines

Two Wilmington teachers were 
eyewitnesses to history as events 
quickly unraveled in the 
Philippines last month. 

Both observed the contradictions 
of riches and poverty, military 
might and people power. Both were 
guests in schools and homes and 
factories and election headquarters. 
They marched in parades and spoke 
at a mass rally and learned new 
words such as “salvaging,” a term 
for Marcos’ brutal elimination 
program for dissidents. They found 
themselves called on to defend 
America and her President and 
sometimes themeslves. Through it

Michael Veves and social studies 
instructor Tom Meyers recounted 
some of the more vivid stories of 
their month-long stay, courtesy of a 
Rotary International exchange 
program. 

"The whole thing was 
surrealistic, larger than life, full of 
exaggerations,” says Michael of his 
experience. He describes beautiful 
Rojas Bouleavard, towering 
buildings, and Imelda Marcos’ Sky 
Palace ("a total waste of money”) 
existing alongside "shantytown,” 
where garbage overflows and the 
poor wash in puddles and beg in the 
streets. He elaborates on a dinner 
held in their honor where Rotarian 
wives performed native dances 
while children outside urinated in 
the streets

poor are really happy” and there 
will be no more problems with 
Marcos in power. The contradi 
ctions were everywhere. 

"The number one tourist 
attraction, under Marcos, was pros 
titution,” Tom continues, adding 
that kiddie porn, too, was and still 
is “a major probjem.” Both men 
talked to young children selling 
themselves for survival in the 
Ermita section of Manila, which 
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Michael describes as “Dantes 
Inferno -- the end of the earth.” 

Both tell of the existence of sex 
holidays “covertly” held to lure 
foreigners to the country; of 
families "packaging" their daugh- 
ters to get them married and out of 
the country "to escape the system.” 

"I don't remember ever being so 
depressed,” Michael explains, re- 
ferring to that first week when the 
disparity between rich and poor 
and the shocking living conditions 
assaulted his senses. 

He carefully draws a picture of 
rampant cases of Malaria and 
isolated cases of typhoid and 
leprosy. He's angered that a 
Rotarian doctor in the States falsely 
assured him there wasn't a need to 
get shots because there wasn't much 
of a problem with disease. After 
two bouts with sickness himself, he 
became "more and more cautions.” 

Tom paints a bleak picture of life 
and the economy under the Marcos 
regime. He points out that an 
economist told him many of the 
problems stem from the “negative 
rate of growth” and inflation 
running at 30 percent. Also, two 
million peoaple exist in the slums of 
Manila alone, ovér $26 billion is 
owned to the international banking 
system, and the country has one of 
the lowest wage scales in Asia 

He tells of meeting Nemia, a 
native girl with two years of 
college, who worked in a restaurant 
from 6 a.m. to 10 p.m. seven days a 
week for $15 a month. He tells of 
textile workers who make seven 
cents an hour working nine hours a 
day. 

Inexperienced teachers, says 
Michael, earn $50 a month which 
would be $150 in the United States 
Teachers with the equivalent of a 
Masters Degree earn $65 a month 
while those in rural areas are lucky 
to receive $30 a month 

As for the schools, there is 
overcrowding and an obvious lack 
of books and supplies. Children 
often have to drop out because of 
economic conditions, says Tom 

Students in the Philiappines are 
“extremely passive,” respectful of 
their elders, and learn by rote 
under an "I am teacher, you are

student relationship,” says Michael 

"[ Couldn't wait to get back to my 
own students,” he adds explaining 
that, by comparison, his charges 
are “vibrant and full of life.” 
Though he wished to study the 
school system further, Michael was 
only able to teach a total of five 
hours because Marcos closed down 
the schools for three weeks during 
the election process. 

Perhaps the images which are 
most vivid to both men are those of 
the masses rallying around Corazno 
(Cory) Aquino as she sought to 
wrench the presidency away from 
an ailing Ferdinand Marcos. 

Both speak with respeet. of the 
incredible events surrounding that 
election. Of the "selective vio- 
lence,” instances of cheating, and 
“intimidation” by Marcos to gain 
votes, Of the "tremendous feeling 
of anger” the people felt when 
Marcos was declared the winner. 
Of the defection of top military 
leaders Enrile and Ramos, which 
figuratively "broke the back” of 
Marcos’ power. And finally of the 
jubilation and “exhilaration” when 
Cory Aquino achieyed success. 

On election day, Tom and 
Michael were in the province of 
Batangas, 60 miles away from 
Manila, They stationed themselves 
at the National Movement of Free 
Elections headquarters and heard 
tales of ballot box stuffing, bought 
votes, and names left off regis- 
tration lists throughout the day 
Immediately after Marcos “won,” 
local Rotarians and others angrily 
talked of moving to the hills and 
fighting from there for democracy. 

But Cory had other plans, On 
February 16, both men were caught 
up ina huge rally of two and a half 
million people in Rizal Park g 

"It was a tremendously moving 
experience for me," says Tom, 
citing the prayers and speeches and 
shouts for Cory and her running 
made Salvador (Doy) Laurel. Cory 
called for non-violent civil 
disobedience and a boycott of 
businesses and media run by 
Marcos and his cronies 

"The boycott had an intmediate 
effect," says Tom, partiall y

because "the people were ready; all 
they needed was a leader and a 
cause.” 

Along with the determination, 
there were undercurrents of anti 
Americanism and feelings of 
betrayal traced to President Rea- 
gan's speech decrying cheating on 
both sides. 

Michael tells of walking through 
a barrio (neighborhood) and being 
asked by a group of glaring young 
men if he wasn't afraid to be an 
American in the Philipapines at that 
time. Though he was never 
physically threatened at any time 
during his stay, he admits to some 
fear, especially when some 
policemen were killed and the 
airport was-closed down near the 
end of their tip 

“My first concern was, God, I 
wonder what they're shinking back 
home," he recalls, 

In Tom's estimation, the Filipino 
people looked on the fall of Marcos 
as Liberation Day all over again as 
a new feeling of confidence seemed 
to pervade the entire society, He 
remembers joining the thousands in 


celebration and speaking with his 
colleague at a huge rally. He relates 
how one native sailor he spoke to 
poetically described events as "a 
fresh wind blowing on stale air.” 

Now, each points out, the real test 
of Cory's popularity begins. 

"To succeed, she'll have to hold to 
her promises and broaden her base 
to gain the support of many 
factions," explains Michael. Tom 
agrees with this assessment, adding 
that she'll also have to address 
economic issues almost immedi- 
ately and exert her will over the 
military 

Cory's "trump card," in any case, 
is the people who believe, as Tom 
does, in her integrity. 

Was their trip worth it? 

"Absolutely," Tom is quick to 
reply. He calls the Rotary program 
“very positive” and was glad of the 
opportunity to talk to as many 
natives as he did. 

“When we were honest and 
direct, the people opened up and 
respected us,” he says. One fault he 
did find was that some of his hosts 
just wanted to show them "the 


sights” when he would have liked 
more contact, with church officials 
and labor unions. 

"I'm glad 1. went; I have no 
regrets,” says Michael. he observes 
that not only did he grow as a 
person but he learned that "one of 
the most important things in life are 


family and people you love.” 

Alll the money in the world “isn’t 
worth a dime,” he says 
emphatically, when you're in 
danger and away from your loved 


ones, the last reference to his, 


stay-at-home girlfriend Marianne 
Dunsford. 

Because of his experience, he 
would like to sponsor a foster child 
someday and he and Tom are busy 
setting up a pen pal correspondence 
between their own students and 
those they met in the Philippines 
They would also like to set up a 

"Meet the Press” type program 
with students interviewing them on 
their experiences. The program 
would be taped and distributed 
thorughout the Wilmington school 
system to allow others to share in 
their incredible trip.

Gillis opposed 
to business use 
of old town hall

Dan Gillis, after a long bout with 
illness, displayed some of his old 
fighting spirit at Monday's select- 
men’s meeting. What brought him 
out was a letter in alst week's Town 
Crier supporting the Clockfolk of 
New England's acquisition of the 
old town hall building. As it stands 
now, the building is in the hands of 
the Wilmington School Department 
until renovations at the high school 
are complete 

Gillis said he would be "deeply 
opposed" to any plan to tum that 
building oyer to a business. There 
is "nothing personal here,” he 
stressed. Rather, he said he was 
speaking from an_ historical, 
aesthetic, and planner's point of 
view, 

It is Gillis’ contention that many 
of Wilmington's buildings are 
historically significant and should 
be retained for the use for which 
they were intended, Eventually, he 
would like to see the old town hall 
building turned into an historical 
museum, he said. 

Selectmen assured Gillis that the 
property is not for sale to anyone as 
it's “invaluable to the town.” 
Clockfolk proprietors James and 
David Roberts seek to purchase the > 
property for their clock repair and 
restoration firm, promising to 
make necessary repairs and keep up 
the appearance of the building. 

In order to set up their business, 
though, that land would have to be 
rezoned, 

There is currently a proposal 
before the board to allow joint use * 
of that building by the Wilmington 
Council for the Arts and the 
Wilmington Congregational ; 
Church. The Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency also occupies about a 
quarter of the basement at present

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Continued from S-1 
denial that made me, and I'm 
sure anybody else up at that 
hour watching him speak, real- 
ize just how crazy he truly was 
andis. 

What this program turned out 
to be was an extemely intense 
interview with Charlie Manson 
by Charlie Rose, the terribly 
bright, never daunted host of 
CBS's weeknight, all-night news 
show, Nightwatch. You've 
heard me mention Rose before 
in this colurin; I think he’s one 
of the best. A lawyer, he 
deserves to go further in the in- 
terviewing business, but I self- 
ishly would like to see him re- 
main where he is, since he suits 
the wee hours perfectly. He's 
not so overpowering that he 
makes you want to turn him off 
(and it doesn't take much for 
this columnist to flip the channel 
at three a.m.), yet he gets right 
to the point fast 

On this particular morning, 
Rose was interviewing Manson 
after Manson had just been 
denied parole before a Califor 
nia parole board. Manson actu- 


ally believed he deserved to be 
set free (a portion of his plea be- 
fore the parole board was shown 
on Nightwatch), How incredi- 
ble! The DA who helped put 
Manson away for life (along 
with his “family” members) 
was also interviewed by Rose, 


and he said if the parole board 
had decided to set M. on free, 
much public outcry would have 
immediately rescinded the 
decision 

I'll never forget the look on 
Manson's face seventeen years 
ago, when he stood before a 
California court room and 
denied ever having anything to 
do with those brutal killings (the 
most well known of his victims, 
of course, was actress Sharon 
Tate). It was frightening — pos: 
itively frightening — to hear this 
man make such a maniacal 
statement, in light of all the evi 
dence against him. During the 
Rose interview he made the 
same denial, Then on the very 
next breath he stated that he 
was a survivor, and that if he 
were set free he. would do 
whatever he had to do to sur 
vive. Even if it meant picking up 
a tire iron and killing again 
‘That was the difference, he said, 
between him and Charlie Rose 
(I'm sure Rose represented all 
of us); he was hard 
e weak, un- 
able to survive. If anyone ever 
had a doubt about Manson's in- 
sanity, those words surely would 
have made him realize that 
Charles Manson must sepnd the 
rest of his life rotting in prison if 
society is ever to be safe from

either. Penalties for violation of 
the myriad of hunting, fishing 
and migratory bird regulations 
can lead to fines of up to $1,000 
and/or one year in jail 

Beyond the use of private 
land, the Division of Fisheries 
and Wildlife has set up a system 
of wildlife management areas 
(WMAS) primarily to insure 
Massachusetts sportsmen a 
place to hunt 

Either state-owned, state 
leased, or used through 
agreement with a cooperating 
agency, the WMAs are financed 
solely through funds derived 
from sportsmen, but open to the 
public at large. 

Locally, the nearest — largest 
in Middlesex or Essex County 
and fifth largest in the state — is 


the Harold Parker Wildlife 
Management Area in North 
Andover, owned by the 


Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Management 

Primarily woodland with 
small openings and marshy 
area, according to the Appal 
achian Mountain Club, the 
Harold Parker WMA includes 
Harold Parker State Forest 
itself, plus about 35 more acres 
of land, for a total of almost

A special permit is 
required to hunt bear, and 
application must be made prior 
to the Hunting season (two non- 
subsequent weeks only, in the 
fall) at the Boston office of the 
MDFW. If you're very good 
(and reasonably fearless) you 
may use bows with a 40-pound 
pull or greater to down a bear 

‘There is a primitive firearms 
season, limited to smoothbore 
flintlock or caplock, or rifled 
flintlock of pre-1865 design or 
facsimile, of .44 to .775 caliber, 
and barrel length of 18 inches or 
more, with only one barrel 
operative. The projectile can be 
only a single, round lead ball, 
with powder limited to black 
powder or “approved substi- 
tutes." Primitive firearms 
hunters may take deer of either

Some time before the middle 
of my 10 days in Ireland I began 
to feel the strongest sense of 
well being despite the thousands 
of miles between me and my 
home and family. I don't know 
how to describe it, but it was an 
unexpected surge of security 

I felt as rich as I want to be; as 
complete as I am meant to be; 
as beautiful, capable, as cared 
for as possible. And more. There 
was a feeling of some long 
forgotten romance of childhood. 
of things that could never be 
again, yet here they were. 

Maybe it was because | mar 
ried a young man whose parents 
came from Ireland, or maybe it 
was because of a kinship I've 
always felt with the Irish poets, 
but either way I'll never be the 
same after I went across the sea 
to Ireland

only), beaver, otter, American 
coot, bonus teal and merganser 
— to the prosaic starling or 
bullfrog. 

Bobcats and coyotes taken by 
hunting must, by law, be 
presented for tagging to state 
wildlife officials within six 
working days of the kill. 
Regulations mandate that the 
director of the MDF'W will close 
the season when the total 
harvest of bobcats reaches 50. 

Some wildlife, and even rare 
flora, on the other hand, are by 
no means out of danger within 
the Commonwealth, according 
to the MDFW, There is no open

season on some 25 species of 
reptiles and amphibians 
Hawks, eagles, and owls are 
protected — and Massachusetts 
has approximately 100 species 
of rare native animals and 250 
species of rare plants that the 
Nongame and Heritage 
Programs consider high 
priority for census, research 
and management. 

“Protection of these species 
and their habitat," according to 
MDFW officials, ‘will con- 
tribute significantly to the 
preservation of biological 
diversity in the Commonwealth 
as a whole.’

Nongame and Endangered 
Species Program is made 


possible through a voluntary 
tax checkoff. Massachusetts, 
along with 31 other states, funds 
nongame programs. with 
voluntary contributions from 
state income tax checkoffs, 
according to MDFW. 

The MDFW stresses that their 
pamphlets of abstracts are only 
of essential portions of the laws 
and regulations likely to be of 
most interest to the majority of 
sportsmen, are not the complete 
law, and are subject to change

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High flying women gave aviation a lift

In 1932, stunt pilot Bettie Lund 
watched her husband and flying 
partner Freddie crash to his 
death, Barely over the initial 
shock, she took a telephone call 
from the manager of the 

* Charlotte, N.C. airport, who told 
her about Freddie's contract to 
appear in an air show there. 
“T'll fly in his place,” Lund said. 

‘Thus began Lund’s solo career 
of aerobatics — barrel-rolls, 
slow rolls and inverted flying — 
along with the air races she 
regularly entered. She felt, 
Lund told a reporter, that she 
was a “crusader to establish the 
safety of the air.”” 

Lund, air-racer Phoebe 
Omlie, trail-blazer Amelia 
Earhart, record-breaker Jac: 
queline Cochran and dozens of 
other remarkable women in the 
1930s became the symbols of a 
new era in aviation. Their mis- 
sion: Convince people that fly 
ing was a safe means of trans 
portation and that women made 
good pilots. 

The high-powered, high-flying 
women of early aviation had a 
major selling job to do. To the 


public of post-Wgmd War I 
America, flying for the 
“foolhardy,” or for the very 


wealthy who could afford to buy 
airplanes in the days when it 
was a fashionable stunt to land 
at a garden party or a race 
course. 

“The female pilots of the 1930s 
had a humanizing influence on 
aviation ays Claudia M 
Oakes, jociate curator at the 
Smithsonian's National Air and 
Space Museum in Washington. 
D.C. Oakes is author of a new 
book, United States Women in 
Aviation, 1930-1939, celebrating 
the careers of these pilots who 
made headlines in their day but 
are mostly forgotten now 

“These women made flying 


seem less dangerous, more 
commonplace," Oakes explains 
“People of the day started to 


think, ‘If a woman can fly, any 
one can,’ and this helped the 
general aviation mdustry to 
grow.” 

The decade's famous female 
pilots were not only concerned 


with safety and comfort, Blan 
che Louise Thaden, 
Omlie, Cochran and many 


others competed against men in 


ington. wakefield) Lyre 


air races — and won. Laura In- 
galls performed 714 barrel-rolls 
in a row on May 8, 1930, flipping 
the men’s record of 417, Omlie 
and “Pancho” Barnes were 
noted movie stunt pilots of the 
"30s, 

The airplane made it possible 
for women to travel alone on 
unprecedented journeys 
Earhart, history's best-known 
female pilot, flew many “firsts 
— the first woman to fly as a 
passenger across the Atlantic 
(1928), the first person to fly 
across the Atlantic twice (1932) 
the first to solo from Hawaii to 
the U.S. mainland (1935). Amy 
Johnson, Beryl Markham, Lady 
Mary Heath and others pio 
neered hazardous, long-distance 
air routes. 

Ruth Nichols set a nonstop 
distance record, from Oakland 
Calif., to Louisville, Ky., in 1931 
just a few months after injuring 
her back severely in an airplace 
crash. Nichols was the only 


woman simultaneously to hold 
the women’s record for speed, 
distance and altitude in heavy 
landplanes. She was one of the 
first. wonten to fly dirigibles 
gliders, seaplanes, amphibians 
and four-engine aircraft 

Nichols knew that women's 
air races and distance flights at 
tracted publicity. “News,” she 
wrote in a 1932 magazine article. 
“is a saleable asset and has a 
conerete value in dollars and 
cents,’ money that could help 
improve aircraft design and 
safety 

Fay Gillis Wells, another 
well-known pilot of the 1930s, 
says of Nichols, “She just never 
gave up. She wanted to be the 
first woman to fly across the 
Atlantic, but she crashed in 
Newfoundland and Amelia 
(Earhart) beat her to it 


Wells, now in her 70s, had an 
unusual opportunity in 1930, 
when her father, a mining 


engineer, was transferred to the

By making aviation tamer 
and more acceptable,” Oakes 
says, “women had, ironically 
closed several doors to paths 
they had previously followed 
toward fame in aviation. 

In 1930, only about 200, or 1 
percent, of licensed American 
pilots were women. Though the 
number of female pilots today 
has increased to more than 
44,000 (including 275 who are 
commercial pilots), they are 
still a tiny minority — 6 percent 

of all pilots. Now as then, 
however, some of the most 
distinguished pilots are women 
For instance, Brooke Knapp, a 
40-year-old pilot from Los 
Angeles, holds the world’s re 
cord for the fastest around 
the-world flight (average speed, 
512.85 mph 

Hazel Jones, a pilot for over 40 
years and the current president 
of the Ninety-Nines, believes the 
future of women in commercial 
aviation is bright. “Most airline 
pilots were in the military, anda 
great many of the Korean War 
era male pilots are now retiring 
from commercial work. As 
more women get military pilot 
training, they'll be stepping into 
those vacancies. The number of 
airlines also has been growing 
rapidly since the industry was 
deregulated, creating more op- 
portunities for the woman 
pilot. 

Whatever the future may 
hold, it was the determined 
women aviators of the 1930s who 
helped pave the way. In the ear 
ly 1930s, German-born Thea 
Rasche, a charter member of 
the Ninety-Nines, wryly summ 
ed up the spirit of that decade's 
women aviators: “Flying is far 
more thrilling than love for a 
man, and far less dangerous.”
